8. The heights to the North of Canton, crowned 
dy four atrong Forts, and the City walls, which run 
over the southern extremity of these heights, includ- 
ing one elevated point, appeared to be about three 
od a half distant; the intermediate ground, 
ting much, and iutersected by hollows under 
wet paddy cultiv abled me to take up succes- 
sive positions, until we epproached within range of 
Forts on the eights and the Northern face of the 
walls, Ihad to wait here some time, placing the 
men uader cover, to bring up the Rocket Battery and 
Artillery. 

9. I have already informed your Lordship: that 
I was totglly unacquainted with the country which,l 
‘had to pars over, the amount of the Enemy's force, 
or the difficulties: that might present themselves at 
‘every step; but I had the proud consciousness of 
feeling that your ‘had placed under mea 
‘band, whom no (g.of numbers could disbearten,’ 
‘and no diffeulty gould.check. They nobly realized, 
by. their steadinegs.qioder fire, their disciplined ad- 
vance and their soltiated ‘rush, my warmest soti- 
cipations. 
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10. Having at 8 o'clock got up the Rocket Batt 
tery, with two 5g-inch «iortars, two 12-pounder howitzers 
aud two S-pounder guns, a well-direoted fire wus kept 
up on the two Western forts, which had much’ an- 
noyed us by a heavy fire. I now made the dispo- 
sition for attack in Eefirllon Gf columns froma the left, 
and directed the 4g:h Regiment to carry a hill on the. 
left of the nearest Eustern Fort, supported by the 
87th Madras Native Infantry and Bengal Volunteers, 
under Lieut. Col. Morria of the 49:h Regt. The

centre was highly creditable, and did great execution. 
In co-operatton with these attacks, 1 witness 
no ordinary gratification, the noble rush of the 
dept Seamen under their gallant leader, Cap- 
tain Bourchier, exposed to aheavy fire from the whole 
of the north-western rampart.

dificult of approach on account of the narrowness of | 
the path between wet paddy fields, I had only been | 
enabled to get up a very fow of the lightest pieces of 
Ordnance, aud a small proportion of ammunition.

20, The following morning, the 26th, at 10 o'clock, 
a Flag of ‘Truce was hoisted on the walls, when I de- 
puted Mr. Thor (whom Captain Elliot had sent to 
me as Interpreter,) to ascertain the cause, A Maud 
rin stated that they wished for pence.

The flags of Truce ‘still appeared upot the 
walls at day-light on the 27th, and at quarter past six 
o'clock I waa on the point of sending the Interpre- 
ter to explain that I could not respect such a display, 
after my flag had been taken down, and shorfid ut 
once reeuine hostilities, . At this moment, an Officer 
of the Royal Navy, who had been travelling all night, 
having mnissed his way, handed me the aceompaning 
Jetter from H. M.'s Plenipotentiary. Whatever might 
be iny sentiments, my duty was to acquierce—the at- 
tack, which was to have commenced in 45 minntee, 
was countermanded, and the feelings of the Chinese 
were spared. Of the policy of the measure, I do not
